To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Dear Sir,—The letrer from Alderman 
Johnson that appears in your issue of Sat- 
urday last, touches upon a matter that is 
of interest to our citizens, and the discus- 
sion that will be elicited upon this subject 
cannot but prove of advantage, in at least 
making the public more familiar with this 
branch of our finances. . 

The very careful and systematic manner 
in which Alderman Johnson has managed 
the city finances, and the ability he has dis 
played in meeting the necessary annual ex- 
penditure and at the same time retiring a 
portion of the matured indebtedness of the 
oivy, must give his opinion upon any sub- 
ject relating to such matters great weight 
with our citizens, 1t mustalso be admitted 
that while Alderman Johnaon has been able 
to meet these items of expense and reduce 
our bonded indebtedness, his management 
of the finances has not been parsimonious 
or short-sighted, but the various commit- 
tees have had at their disposal the moneys 
necessary to efficlently carry through the 
work of their respecjive departments. 

There are two particulars, however, re- 
ferred to if his letter upon which I cannot 
agree with Ald. Johnson. The first is the 
propriety of the city holding atock of the 
Gas Company while we have a large bond- 
ed indebtedness. At the time our Gas 
Works were first started {t was no doubt 
necessary, as it now is in bridging the bay, 
to give assistance to the company by taking 
stock, This latter, however, 1 conclude, 
was given to assist an enterprise that would 
have been difficult to get started without 
such aid and which promised a valuable 
service to our city when es‘ablished. As 
soon as this enterprise was svccessfully 
established and the stock could be disposed 
of without loss, it seems to me this stock 
should be sold and the debt incurred in the 
purchase of the stock wiped out. 

It is possible, as Ald. Jobnson says, that 
the whole of this stock could not be dispos 
ed of at onze, without loas,but a number of 
shares, say five thousand dollars, could un- 
doubtedly be disposed of each year until 
all was converted into cash apd applied 
upon the debt of the city. The fact that 
the gas atock paid last year a larger rate of 
interest than the city is giving for the bor- 
rowed money is to my mind not a sufficient 
argument against this, as Ald, Johnson in 
another paregraph in his letter shows that 
circumstances may arise that would make 
it impossible for the city to realize upon this 
stock and in fact make the stock valueless.

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THE LEGAL TEST. 


The true test in the Jesuit case, namely 
the legality of the incorporation of the 
Society of Jesus by the Legislature of Que- 
bec, will be made in the courts in the libel 
suit which was instituted by the Jesuits 
against the Mail. The issue has been rais- 
by the counsel for the defendant in their 
preliminary plea, which will be answered 
in the course of a few days, when argument 
will be heard. A telegram from Montreal 
on April 29th gives the following particu- 
lars : 


’ The plea maintains, among other things, 
that because the said society hath no right 
to, and cannot appear in’ this court and 

. plead in said name of Compagnie de Jesus; 
Rociues the Act of the Legislature in this 
‘province (50 Victoria, chapter 28), under 
which alone the said plaintiff can make any 
pretence to be a corporation, was and is 
ultra vires of the said Legislature, and was 

_ never of any legal “force or effect, and 
because all the members of the said so- 
ciety, whom the said Act purports to erect 
into a corporation, are by the laws of 
the British Empire in force in this province, 
and by the laws of the province, absolute- 

ly without civil rights; because the ob- 
jects of the said society are in teaching, 

» promulgation and propagation of the fol~ 
owing dootrines and principles, which are 
inconsistent and incompatible with, and 
contrary to, and subversive of the constitu- 
tion of this province and of the Dominion 
of Onnada, and of the United Kingdom,and 
‘of the supremacy and prerogative of the 

Queen, and which said Legislature is not 
competent to authorizo—that is to say, in- 
ter-alia: That the Church of Rome is 
superior to the State, and that the Lagis 
lature of Quebec has no right to legislate 
upon all the subjects assigned to it by the 
British North America Act and the conati- 
tution without the permission or consent 
of the authorities of the said Church ; that 

-the Pope of Rome has the right to depose 
sovereigns and that he has the right to ab- 
solve subjects from their allegiance ; that 

_ the Legislature of this province has not the 

exclusive right to make laws “to the Sol- 

: emnization of Marriage in thia Province,”’ 

assigned to it by the British North Amer- 
ica Act, but that it is subject, with respect 
thereto, to the Church and the Pope 
of Rome; that the Legislature of this 
province has not the exclusive right to 
make laws relating to civil rights in 
in this province, subject to the constitu- 
tions of this province and to the Do- 
minion of Canada; that so far, at least, as 
affects the rights of those professing the 

Roman Oatholic religion, and especially the 
clergy of said Church and the members of 
said society, the said Logislature is subject 

to said Church and to the Pope ; that the 

Legisla‘ure of this province has not the ex- 

elusive right to make laws for said pro- 

Vinoe relating to education, subject only to 

the provisions of the constitution andespeci- 

ally to section 93 of the British North 

America Act, but that it is still further 

subject with respect thereto to the’ said 

Church and the Pope; that the Dowinion 

Parliamerit has not the exclusive legislative 

authority to make laws for Canada as to 

*‘marriage and divorce,”’ but that it is sub- 
ject with respect thereto to the said Church 
and to the Pope; that in case of conflict 
between the civil laws in force in this pro 
vice and those of the ssid Church the latter 
must prevail. Wherefore defendant prays 
that the said pretended Act of Incopora 
tion, 50 Victoria, chapter 28, be declared 
ultra vires of the Legislature of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec and null and void, that de- 


fund should not remain invested in stock 
the value of which depends upon so much 
uncertainty, Thesecond point upon which 
{ cannot agree with Alderman Johnu- 
son is the’ discouragement of a competi- 
tive enterprise to the Gas Oompany.

In 
private life he was esteemed forthe simple, 
generous qualities that marked his whole 
career. There is little doubt that the coun- 
try has lost an estimable and valuable son, 
for, as the Vancouver World says, ‘*To 
British Columbia and Canada he was loyal 
to a degree rarely seen. With unbounded 
faith in the future of the Dominion, he be- 
lieved that to ensure the bright future in 
store it was necessary to cultivate a love of 
country and a fecling of confidence in its 
resources, to this high nim he devoted no 
little labor.” The influence of such a life

TWO OF A KIND. 


The Empire remarks; So much has been 
said about the remarkable “flop” of the 
Globe on the Jesuits’ Estates Act that 
people sometimes forgetitis not the only 
journal that has ‘‘jumped Jim Crow” on 
the question.

consistent journal turned around, raised an 
Outcry that the Act was unconstitutiona) 
and denotinced Sir John Macdonald for not 
disallowing it! 1s it any wonder that hon- 
orable men will have nothing to do with 
such a journal, and that even those with 
whom forthe time itagrees cannot be cer- 
tain how long it will be till it turns and be- 

trays them?

As to the Jesuits Estates Act he did not 
think that the moment a constitutions! ques- 
tion arose the Government should submit it to 
the Privy Gouncil.

impartial statement of things in general 
concerning British Columbia, I can be the 
means of giving them any information on 
points which they might be in doubt about, 
{ will consider it a pleasure. At home, 
when the thoughts of my intended trip to 
this country would have possession of me,f 
pictured Victoria as a sleepy city, basking 
in perpetual sunshine ; no business to speak 
of,-mostly everybody rich, and a general 
inactivity prevailing everywhere. 

1 have been here over two months and 
find the people have to ‘“‘geb a move on’ 
the same as they do in the east; paper in 
the banks (or out of thom for that matter) 
seems to mature just exactly the same as it 
does in Ontario; the every-ready account 
collector never tires but keeps up a ceaseless 
vigilance in his victim's office, waitiag ‘tun- 
til the gentleman returns’; butcher boys 
“cit thar” from the ‘‘erack o’ the whip”; 
Lrakesmen, when calling out the names of 
stations, use the same unknown tongue as 
their brethren of the east ; newspaper re- 
porters wear the same bland smile and stop 
at nothing ; hackmen wouldn't cheat you 
for the world; the policemen, well I am 
not in a position to speak intelligently 
about thera, as | have not had a great deal 
of intercourse with them, that is, nothing 
intimate you know, but'I should judge 
(from a distance) that they are the same the 
world over ; a0 you will see Victotia is a 
real live town and no mistake. : 

The Chinese are with us, about 3,500 

strong, although they are so many diffurent 
statements about the Chinese population, 
that foconsult the official recordis the ouly 
proper ro to arrive at the truth of the 
matter, You become so accustomed [6 see- 
ing them around that they do not attract 
any more attention than one of our owg 
citizens, 
» There’are no Chinese engaged invany of 
the various trades, but they are mostly om- 
ployed as gardeners, laborersfor domestics, 
earning from $1.00 to'$1.25 por day. As 
domestics they take the place: of servant 
girls and are very handy around the house, 
being.*maids of all work,”’ 

We have a Uhinaman in the house, 
‘*Hap"” by name, and he is a splendid fel- 
low. He is,at present writing, ‘‘doing up” 
the room work and is an adept at that rort 
of thing. Itisa common sight to see a 
lot cf Chinese and white men employed to- 
gether excavating for some public improve- 
ment or else engaged in the various duties 
falling to the lot ofalaborer. They are all 
interesting and some are very clever. 

There are also a large number of Indians 
in and around this vicinity and of all the 
hard looking specimens of humanity | ever 
saw, the local types are the worst. 

.'Lhe most depraved being that could be 
found in Ontario, would be considered 
neat, tidy and positively clean compared 
with moat of these Indians, and I am sorry 
to say the females are much the worst in 
this respect. The Chinese are so superior 
to the Chinooks, that they treat them (the 
Chinooks) with as haughty contempt as the 
ayerage American has tor any thing not 
American. 

The-white residents are mostly of Eog- 
lish and Scotch descent or birth, whilst 
there is quite a sprinkling of Irish,German, 
Canadian and American citizens, making 
on the whole a desirable class of people. 

As far as the commercial prospects are 
concerned, I do not know of a business 
that is not well represented here, and all 
the stores, etc., will compare favorably with 
those of the east. 

Mechanics of every kind seem to be doing 
well, The average wages are from $8 00 to 
$4.50 por day for a journeyman, according 
to the trade. Carpenters and painters are 
in demand, as there is a slight boom this 
spring, and building operations are quite 
brisk. Iron foundries are running night 
and day, and I should say a good mechanic 
would find very little, if any, difficulty in 
securing permanent employment. 

Young men without money or a trade 
should not come here, as there are scores 
of them here now, 3 burden to themselves 
and everybody else. 

Competition in trade is quite keen, and 
more-especially so since the oponing of the 
O.P*R. and N. P. R. to this coast. Prices 
haye dropped, and eastern influences are felt 
in commercial circles.to a great extent. Be- 
fore the railroads were built, prices were 
fearfully high, and a story is told of an old 
lady living in Cariboo, who wished to pur- 
chase a knitting needle, and when told the 
price was one dollar, a cold perspiration 
broke out on her forehead, and between 
gasps she informed the dealer that the price 
was exorbitant, a9 the original cost of them 
at place of manufacture in the East could 
not possibly be half a cont. cach, whereupon 
the needle merchant responded, ‘*but, mad- 
am, you forget the freight.” 

The old residents do not look favorably 
upon the advance of civilization ¥s repre- 
sented in the growth of the O, P. R., which 
now stretches from ocean to ocean, for, as 
a result of this, monopolies have been to a 
great extent crushed, and the keen-sighted 
enterprising oastern business man, has en- 
tered into competition with his more con- 
servative brother of the weat. The result is 
seen in the cutting down of prices to their 
proper level. This, of course, has caused a 
feeling against Oanadians, and we of the 
East are dubbed ** North American China: 
mon,” whilst the ‘told timers’ here call 
themselves British Columbians, and are al- 
moat insulted if you should clas# them as 
Canadians, or spoak of Vancouvor Island as 
being part of Canada. 

Intercourse between the Pacific const 
states and British Columbia is very general 
and people from Ontario are considered 
foreigners, a great deal more so than na- 
tives of Washington, Oregon or California, 
This feeling is slowly but surely dying 
away and in @ vory fow yoars at the most 
Onnadians will be Canadians, no matter 
whether on the east or west coast of British 

America. From the very fact,that we of the 
Eaat aro considered as foreigners, one can 
form an idea of the vast oxtont of this groat 
country of ours. Notwithstanding we are 
all residing in a country under one govern 
mont, there are a number of things which 
will strike strangers as being quite odd 
when firat they arrive hero.

INHUMAN BRUTALITY. 


How Robert Burns was Beaten to Death In 


the Cook County Insane Asylum. 


Cx10aco, May 2.—At the coroner's inquest 
to-day into the cause of the death of Robert 


Burns, apationt 1» the Insane Asylum at 


Jefferson, Attendants Richardson, Crogan and 
Pecha, charged with beating him to death, 
were present, 
played the insanity dodge and was admitted 
to the asylum, detailed the repeated acta of 
brutality which the accused inflicted upon 
Burns. He declared the patient was not un- 
ruly, but «cemed to be dazed, Beck testified 


that Burts was Ordered to sit ona bench. He 


seemed oot to understand and did not doo, 
whereupoh he was violenUy thrown down u 

it. Rising in a dazed way Richardson kicked 
him violently in the abdomen. Burns again 
arose, when Richardson caught him by the collar 
and threw him to the floor and ao the brutality 
continued, the acctaed kicking the helpless 
lunaticin the aide and stomach, striking and 
entting and bruising his face with their fists, 
They undertook to dress hia wounded leg, 
jerking him about roughly and causing bim 
vexcruciating agony, meantime continuing 
their blows. 

_ Crogan picked up Barna’ shoe and taking it 
by the toe beat the patient over the head with 
the heel, cutting great gashes and covering the 
victim with bluod. By this time Burns was 
in « #emi-comatoso condition. He was then 

erked out of his seat, which was covered with 

lood that had run fromhis head. That night 
Burns was ordered to remove hie olothes, but 
not complying, was slapped and _ouffed. 
Finally the attendanta stripped him and 
Richardson kicked hjm in the abdomen, 
knocking bim across the seat. 

At another time witness heard blows in 
Burns’ cell and Joud criea from Burns lasting 
several minutes, Attendants Schubert, Oro- 
gan ond Richardson were there. Then amop 
and a pail of water were brought and the door 
waa toned and locked. The attendants oon- 
cluded witness was too inquisitive and he was 
removed to another part of the building. The 
reporter came out of the asylum at the end of 
10days, Burns was then reduced to a akele- 
ton and was a sallow, hollow-syed idiot. 

The reporter told how, when friends secured 
his release, Dr. Kiernan, Superintendent of the 
Asylum, stiook bis head ominously and advised 
against it, He declared the reporter was incur- 
ably insane, be knew this because he had 
watohed the case closely. lr. Sohubert, of 
the ataff, conourred 10 this opinion,

HINTS ON THE CULTIVATION OF 
| SMALL FRUITS. 


How (o Obiain the Best Results From Straw. 


berry Vines<—tteoms Which Should be 


Kept for Reference. 


| The prinoipal early crop of fruit is the 


Atrawberry, 
cultivating the crop in the spring, as thoy 
claim that stirring the ground injures the 


roots; but oxperiments show that where 
plonts have been grown ip single stools (the 
runners kept down thé previous spring) and 


the soil kept clean and loose, better berries 
and stronger plants have resulted: Where 
the plants are grown under the matted-row 
aystom the ground can only be cultivated be. 
tween the rows, and to remove the grass 
ad weeds from among the plants requires 
Initid work, which is very laborious. To 
partially avoid this the rows may be 
thinned down on the gices, by removing 
the surplos plants, until they are very 
narrow. The result will be more plant- 
food for the. plants that remain, and more 
moisture if thé season is dry. Instead 
of being injured by cultivation the loose soil 
protects the plants and adsists then to secare 
more moisture, and for every roob that miay 
be cut off a dozen rootlets will grow. . As the 
roots feed near the surface, only alight stir 
ring of the surface soil -is novessary, but it 
should be oftem enough to keep the soil loofe 
and. to provent gress and weeds from appear.

A PREHISTORIC CANOE. 
Wood Well Preserved for Ages inn Bed of 
Sand and Leaves. 


A discovery of extreme archmwolongical in 
terest has been made upon the Barton seo 
tion of the Manchester Ship Canal While 
the oxcayators were at work in what ia 
| known aa the “Salt Eye" cutting, the steam 
| naxvy brought to light a prehistoric canoe. 
It was imbedded in the sand about twenty 
five feet below the surface. With some diffi 
culty the canoe was removed to ashed in the 
| vicinity of the engineer's officeand examined. 
| It was found to consist ofa portion of an oak 
tree roughly hewnand fashioned. Inlength 
this rolic of a long past uge is 13 féct 8 inches 
| from end to end, with a width of 2 feet 6 

inches. Notwithstanding the lapse of cen 
turies the marks of the axe’ are distinctly 
visible in the interior of the canoe, the width 
of the blade of the implement used—whether 
of flint or iron—being apparently about 
three inches. Unfortunately the vessel sus- 
| tainedsome damage Inthe ruthless grip of the

Panis, May 6,—President Carnot formally 
opened the exposition this afternoon The 
President was accompanied ta the exposition 
grounds by the Presidents of the Senat and 
the Chamber of Deputies, he arty wero 
esourted by a squadron of cavalry They left 
the Elysee at 1.30 o'clock and at argllery 
salute announced thelr arrival under tho 
central dome of the exposition building. Presi 
dent Carnot ascended a dais that bad bean 
erected undar the dome He was surrounded 
by the membors of the Cabinet and toembers 
of the Senate and Chamber of Dejuticn, M 
Titard, the Primo Miniater, wade an adde as 
welcoming the President. He declared that 
the exhibition exceeded all expectations and 
proved that the French people sull preserved 
all the qualities for which they had been not 


ed, President Carnot in lis address referred 
to the indomitable enorgy of France iu arising 
from severest trinls to fresh industrial 
triumphe He afterwards inepected the 
various departments of thé exhibition. 

All the diplomatic representatives now in 
Paris attended the opening ceremonies of the 
Exposition © unofficially, although their 
Governments bad declined to pannit: them

Premier Tirard's speech made an excellent 
impression and was loudly applauded, Presi- 
dont Carnot’s speech was delivered with much 
eqrnestuess, oid it aroused the enthusiasm of 
the assemblage.

Beason of the Bordcr Troubles about In- 
ternational Hatlway Cars 


WaAsitincton, May 7.—Tho question of 
eracting a duty wpon eyery Canadian 
built car that enters the United Stites 
does not appear to bo giving the Troasur 
Dopartment a great deal of concern, sl- 
though it is under consideration and is 
being “regarded by some of the North- 
western people who are interested in it, 
with o oan deal of anxiety. The con- 
troversy is an old one renewed, Tho re- 
vival of interest has been attributed to 
different causes, the chief of which was the 
alleged growing indifference of the railroad 
people to be governed by the international 
understanding that only cars uged in the 
transportation of the international freight 
should be exempt from the imposition of 

uty. . 

The collectors at Detroit and Port 
Huron have appeared to be particularly 
interested in haying the Jaw atrictly en- 
forced and to secure to the Government 
the payment of duty on every car enter: 
ing the United States, A gentleman who 
has been familiar with the merits of the 
question says that nothing would be heard 
of it if the Congress should repeal one little 
clause in the revised statutes, as follows: 
“Section 2648 Collectors and surveyors of 
the collection districts on the northers, 
northeastern and northwestern frontiers are 
authorized to keep on sale at thicir several 
offices blank manifests and clearances re- 
quired for the business of their districts, 
and to charge the sum of 10 cents and no 
more for such blank, which shall be prepar- 
ed and executed by them.” 

The importunity of the collectors to have 
the duty iiposed on all Canadian cars, 
even at the risk of proyoking retaliation by 
the Dominion Government, with possible 
serious interruption of the international 
traffic, is declared to be attributable main- 
ly to the desire to secure the largest possible 
numbers of fees for the sale of blanks. It 
can easily bo understood that the uninter- 
rupted passage to and fro of cars that need no 
clearance papers, under international agree- 
ment, must, to an extent, reduce the income 
of. the Collectors, who are never quite in- 
different to compensation. 

While it is probable that the Treasury 
officers will be required to keep a sharp 
lookont to sce that Canadian cars are not 
brought into the United States to be used 
in the transportation Of local freight, it is 
not atall probable that the regulations will 
be so applied as to destroy the trade be- 
tween Canaie in cars built inbothcountries, 
In connection with this, it should be stated 
that Senator McMillan, of Detroit, has 
taken @ very positive stand against the im- 
eae of the duty and is anxious that the 

‘roasury Depa tment shall qt an early date 
muke an order relieving the railroads in the 
Northwest from all doabt concerning the 
application of the law to strictly interna 
tional traffic, 


TOLD ALL HE KNEW. 
Chairman Fink Describes the Grand Trunk 
to the U. 8. Sonate Committee, 


New York, May 6.-—The Senate cominittee 
which is to investigate the alleged ownership 
by Canadian corporations ond capitalists of 
American railroads reassembled this morning 
at the Filth-avenue Hotel. Maps of the rail- 
road lines throughout the country lay before 
each of the mombers of the committee, and a 
map ot the railroads in the Dominion of Can- 
ada hung conspicuously on a screen at the side 
of the room, The Senators present when 
Chairman Cullom called the cominittee to 
order were Blair of New Hampshire, Hiscock 
of New York, Harris of Ty nneossee, Gorman of 
Marylaud and Reagan of Texas. The first 
witness was Commissioner Albert Fink, Ohuir- 
man of the Trunk Line Association, which be 
explained was an pasoriation of railroads to 
arrange joint aud competitive tariffs to secure 
uniformity in charges and classification and to 
waintain established tariffe. Too request by 
Chairman Callom, Mr. Fink_ first described 
the Grand Trunk Railway and its brauches as 
far as he knew. 

In reply to a question why the Canadian 
ronda have of late been increasing their 
freight business, the witness anid he did not 
know how to account for it unless it was that 
they had the advantage of carrying freight by 
subsidized English steamship lines.

The statement that, under the N. P., 
there is discrimioation against Great Bri- 
tain, on which assertion Mr. Wiman found- 
od his gross misstatement, ig equally untrue. 
{tia a fiction’ invented by the Grit party, 
and which, although exposed times out of 
number, is still made to do duty by the 
“‘party of purity.” As, however, a thorough 
refutation of this old falsehood has recent- 
ly beon mado by the Canadian Manufactur- 
ér, we reproduce herewith such portion of 
our contemporary’s able and exhaustive 
article as will suffice to show the facts in 
that connection. 

The total imports from Great Britain and 
from the United States into Canada during 
the fiscal year ending June 36, 1887, says 
our contemporary, Were of nearly the same 
value, while the amount of duty collected 
on thoas from the former country wore 

much larger than that from the latter, the 
average ad valorem rate in the one case be- 
ing 20.72 per cent., and in the other only 
16,11 per cent. From which it might ap-

The value of froe 
rs imported from the United States was 
,940,497 more than of the free goods im- 
ported from Great Britain. Theso Amori- 
Dy sm consisted mainly of unmanufac 
tured products of the soil, the mine and 
the forest, such as Great Britain cannot 
supply, and with respect of which it is a 
matter of indifference to England whether 
they are dutiable or freo of duty in Canada 
By deducting iu both caves all the importa 
of free goods, the average ad valorem rate 
of dutiable goods imported from Groat 
Britain is ascertained to be 26.06 por cent., 
ascompared with 23.78 por cont. on the 
dutiable imports from the United Sthtes 
This still loaves the appearance of the tariff 
a6 unfavorable to Great Britain, But on 
further arp ee of the imports of dutiable 
goods, it in found that in tho case of the 
nited States, $15,642,313 is made up of 
goods not manufactured, such as bitumin 
ous and anthracite coal, corn, wheat, pro 
visions, ow., 88 compared with only $2, 
060,368 of almilar goods from Great Britain

LIVE STOOK. 

The condition of the farm animals through- 
out the Province is very much better than 
the most sanguine could have hoped for six | 
months ago. Thedrouth has been so des- 
truvtive that farmers in the east and north 
had been compelled to reduce the number of 
their stock in many cases to only sufficient | 
tocarry on the work of the farms. Into 
the worst affected countries large quantities 
of hay wero imported. The known scarcity 
of feed set farmers to work to econornise 
their resources, As one of the correspond- 
ents says, “‘less food was wanted than us- 
ual”’ Then the weather becnme most fa- 
vorable to the keeping of live stock. Gentle 
but plentiful rains fell during the early and 
Tate fall months. The pastures yielded abun- | 
dartly up to {an unusually late poriody A 
mild winter followed, rendering it unneces- 
sary to feed heavily in order to maintain 
the animal heat. The open spring enabled 
farmers to turn ont their cattle early. Gen- 
erally|speaking the winter was the easiest 
for stock on record. The result is that food, 
instead of being soxseo is now abundant. 
Hay is cheaper fn Leiinox now than it was 
in the fall, and live stock has come through | 
the winter in better condition than for past 
years. One correspondent. reports from 
Huron that the farmers antici ating soarci- 
ty shopped great quantities oloate and oat 
straw, leaving their hay over till spring. 
From other parts of this county large quan- 
tities of hay were shipped to less 
fortunate sections. A correspondent in 
South Gower, Grenville, reports 
cases of death from actual starvation 
among cattle, and states that some of the’ 
cows are now so weak that they have to be 
lifted. In almost every other place reported 
from there has been a surplus of food left 
over. In Wellington, Waterloo and other 
root-growing counties the abundant crop of 
mangels an turnips sappliod the place of 
dry fodder. In W atarioe turnips were so 
pinta that they were sold at five cents a 

ushel,. About one-tenth of the reportd 
atate that the cattle are in poor condition, ° 
but most of these reports add that the anl- 
mals are healthy and strong. The condition 
of the health of the cattle, sheep and pigs 
seoms to be unusually good. No infectious 
or epizootic diseases dmong them is any- 
where reported. Among horses there has 
been an outbreak of the old epizootic which 
caused so much inconvenience on its first ap- 
pearance about eighteen years ago. It is re- 
ported in groater or less severity from the 
counties of Renfrew, Peterboro, Hastings, 
Parry Sound, Durham, Northumberland, 
Prince Edward, Carleton, Frontenac, Pres- 
cott, Bruce, Grey, York, Oxford, Brant, 
Porth, eto. It appears to have existed in a 
virtilent form in the shanties of the Upper 
Ottawa, where many horses died from the 
disease. Thero is one report of glanders in 
Prince Edward. 


FRUIT AND VEGETATION. 

Reports from all partsof the province are 
to the effect that vegetation was a week or 
two in advance of the previous year at the 
same date (May 1), The opening of the 
Spring presaged « still earlier start of bud 
and leaf, but the latter half of April was 
cold and kept vegetation in cheok. Pastures 
are reported to have made a growth of from 
two to four inches, and in Many cases sheep 
have cen turned out for a week A few 
foru have also allowed their cattle to get 
a bite of grass, but the opinion of some prac 
tical men is that the fiolis will not be fit for 


grazing before May 10. There in a re 
markable unanimity: of opinion regarding 
fruit trees Very little damage was done 
to orchards by the winter, but in the case of 
peach early blosstoma were nipped by

The testl- 
mony showed that tho vailroad companies 
onerally are paying a mileage allowance of 
fot #ocont per mile on all cara of connecting 
lines and on many cars furnished by ship- 
— owning theirown cars. It was alsg 
eveloped that for ashort time back con- 
tracts have been gntered into by a number 
of Western railroad companies with Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co, and other shippers of 
refrigerator cars, by means of which « 
mileage allowaneo of one cent per mile is 
paid to those shippers and not to other 
shippors.

The report dwells on the 
downward tendency of railroad rates and 
deprecates the fact that the right to make 
combinations for self-protection has been 
denied to railroads by State and national 
enactments,

(jobbing); naval stores, fraits,coal and seed. 
‘Die! centennial week was disappointing to 
hotel’ aud restaurant keepers, dry goods, 
fruit and other wholesale dealers. Coun- 
try produce” and naval stores prices 
tend lower, Rain .is much needed 
in Lousiana, Ohioand Kentucky. Recent 
rains followed by warm weather in Minhe- 
sota. and California have improved crop 
prospects. Kentucky leaf tobacco is strong- 
er from the effects of drouth.

The reconstruction of thn Atchison 
mane oment fails to counterads the un- 
favorable effect of the annual report and 
poor showlbgs of current earninys Good 
eM prospects aid in keeping up an 
underlying bullish sentiment. notwith- 
standing drouth in the 
western states. Bonds. are strong with 
a heavy investment demand. ney 
at’ New York is easy, call loans 2 to 
2h per cent. Foreign exchange is.firm 
and quiet, demand sterling $4.59 to $4,893. 

The cut of $1 for No. land 2 Lehigh pi 
iron brings prices down to $16.50. and $1 
respdotively, the lowest recorded, 
This*'is the second effort to check 
southern competition in the East 
by redueing prices, the same company hav- 
ing drop od quotations from $20 to $18 in 
December, 1884 for like reasons. The out- 
look is fora reduced out ut of anthracite 
iron anda better trade: Bariron has only 
a moderate demand. Steel rails 
are still demoralized, $25 ‘‘or less” 
having been reported accepted this 
woek. This if true makes the lowest 
prico on record on steel rails in this 
country. Anthracite coal is said to have 
improved since May 1.

Under the old system the producer is 
free to sell to the highest bidder on the 
open market, or to sell on commission ; un- 
der the new system the producer {s 
bound to one concern. The old sys- 
tem affords an open market at our doors, 
with the personal supervision of sales- 
men ; the new system abolishes that mar- 
ket and transfers the scene of operations to 
England and places the interests of the 
sellers in the hands of the company, who 
secure of their commission, may sell as 
they choose. . / 

The new company claim special advsen- 

from having an office onthe sp>t, in 
England ; but the established buyers, re 
presenting the largest houses in Englands 
through which the groat stream of the cheese 
trade. flowe—who have long established. 
connections —who, in a word, direct and 
‘control the course of the trade—have, it 
appears to us, the inside track. a 
he quantity of cheese which the Empire 
Produce Oompany is likely to control, can 
no more change or influence the greaf 
stream of trade than could a feather divert 
the course of the St. Lawrence, : 

Again, selling on the spot gives no appar- 

ent advantage. The big houses will,uniess 
» under exceptional circumatances, pay no 
more than rate current, whereas their 
agents, or speculative buyers, purchasing 
lots in a strongly competitive market, 
may and do very frequently give the buy: 
er, as the result of their competition, a fig- 
ure higher than could be obtained in Eog,., 
land, taking into a¢count necessary expenses 
for tranaportation, ete. 

The system upon which the new company 

pose to market cheese does not appear 
to us likely to be so satisfactory to the 
seller as is the old, well-established sys: 
tem, which secures to the cheese tradg 
much desired competition and which this 
new system is likely to destroy, if suc- 
cessful. 

On general principles we are opposed to 
consignments, unless in exceptional cases; 
As every one knows the best market for 
any kind of produce is a home market, 
particularly when, as in the cheese market 
of this city, competition is keen and thé 
buyers never sccused, of late years at least, 
of collusion or of repudiating their contracts, 
even when, as in 1877, a loss was made on 
some contracts as high as two cents per lb. 
The most that the new company can claim, 

_ if we understand it aright, is a slight reduc 
tion in the rate of commission. Such ro

Though power was issued by the Govern- 
mont about a year ago to reduce the rate 
paid to depositors it the Post Office Savings 
banks, it has not thus far been taken adr 
vantage of. And it may be hoped that the 
Government will not be harassed into mak; 
ing the reduction in the annual interest 
paid tv depositors, There are several ad? 
vantages which these government banks are 
the authors of, They mot only provide safe 
places in which small deposits may be made, 
but they inculcate habits of thrift which 
are most important in their action on soci- 
qty. It is well to'show in a practical way 
to the wage-earners that they should put 
by some portion of their earnings #0 as to 
provide againat those emergencies in life 
which bre sare tO come sooner ‘or Jater to 
all.

Theophilus Springfield's Destrefor Revenge 
Gets Him Into Trouble, 

aif 11.---Theophilus Springfield, 
formerly émployed to blow the organ at tho 
Chureh of St. John the Evangelist 
in Bowdoin-street has been ar- 
rested on a warrant charging him 
with sotting fire to that hon tho 10th 
instant. Springfield mace a confession to- 
day, saying that he went to the church at 
1 o'clock on the afternoon of the date men- 
tioned and set fire to the cushions, by 
pus paper underneath them and then 
gniting it. Aboutamonth ago he wont 
away for a fow days’ vacation and on his 
return he found a man named Moore in his 
placo to blow the organ. ‘The churoh 
ae rofusod to discharge Moore and 
Springfield found his job gone. This 
angered him. so that he resolved 
to set fire to the church with the 
idea that Moore would be charged with the 
crime. At the time of the fire ho was on 
the scene and said a good deal to Moore's 
discredit. He was held in $5000 for tho 
Junoterm of the Supreme Court. Moore 
has been sent to tho island for another 
offeuse anda third man isnow blowing the 
organ. 

Manting fora Lord Licutonant. 

Loxpow, May 11.—Difficulty in_ finding 
a sno.essor to the Marquis of Londonderr: 
has rai.ed the interesting question of sexd- 
ing a royal prince to keep court in Dublin. 
Tho idea is to divide the duties, putting all 
coremonial matiers into the hands of the 
Prince and giving executive powers to the 
Chief Secretary, who is to be elevated toa 
principal Secretary of State. The name’ of 
the Duke of Connaught has been suggested, 
tho Prince of Wales being of necessity com- 
pelled to be nearer the English capit 1. If 
the scheme should be taken up by the Gov- 
ernment—which is more than doubtful—the 
thing would not be difficult, since the Duke 
of Connaught could be sent to Dublin as the 
commander of the forces, in succession to 
his .Bombay command. But probability 
points to a different issue, 

The matter has now been discussed for a 
couple of days, and at the House of Com- 
mons the main result has been to show 
how very little importance is attached, 


on either side of the House, to. the 
maintenance of the Lord-Lieutenancy.

The takes of mackerelon the south and 
southwest coast of Iroland at present are 
tho most enormousin the history of the 
Irish mackerel fishery. Notwithstanding 
the tempestuous weather, nearly all the 
boats in the harbors ventured out on Mon 
day nivhd, and returned eafely in the morn- 
ing with their guowalos nearly down tothe 
water's surface, so heavily were they laden 
after the night's fishing. The boats which 
arrived in Schull had the enormous takes of 
25,000 downward to each boat. The Pride 
of Eria, of Cape Clear, had that splendid 
haul, while the St. Bernard, of Kilemuck, 
the Star of the Sea, tho Mary Immaculate, 
and several othors had from 10,000 to 13,000 
on board. The price paid at Schull was 
10a per pox of 120 in the early part of the 
morning, but a6 time wore on the price 
gradually fell to 8s, 63, and 53, while over 
20,000 fish remained unpurchased for want 
of transit.

It is said that Mr. Duncan Coulson, 
Cashicr of the Bank of Toronto, who ré- 
coives ao salary of $15,000 a year, has 
already or will soon be offered the cashier- 
ship of the Bank of Montreal at a 
salary of $30,000; that if he docides to 
kocopt tho Toronto will offer him $30,- 
000 to remain with them; and that then the 
Montreal people will raise the offer to §40,- 
000 or $50,000 as they want him to do tho 
heavy work in the place of General Manager 
W. S. Buchanan, who is not in the best of 
health. 

The Federal Bank, which lost §500,000 
by the Commorcial Loan and Stock Com- 
pany, proposes to suo Mr. Samuel Nord- 

cimer, late president of the bank and now 
a director, to recover the amount, The 
"Commercial Loan and Stock Company, of 
whioh Mr. Nordheimer was a shareholder, 
was formed to advance money on stock, es- 
pecially the Stock of the Federal, and the 
money loaned was supplied by the bank, 
the company being only a thin disguise to 
evade the law which forbids banks advanc- 
ing money on their own stocks for specula- 
tive purposes. 

Provincial Detective Green returned from 
Thessalon, Ont,, yesterday. He has had 
charge of the government force of officers 
sent to the Bruce Mines to maintain order 
among the rioting lumbermen there. The 
contractors engaged by Timothy Nestor & 
Co, of Michigan, the owners of large limits 
near Bruce Mines, skipped out six weeks 
ago, leaving the men who were 
working for them their creditors to the 
amount of $11,000. The men became 
furious, made threats of violonce and re- 
fused to let the company tow their logs 
down the river on the spring drive.' The 
company offered the men a reasonable sst- 
tloment, amounting to 765 cents on the 
dollar. They ‘offered to make the men 
a present of $2500, and oa surplus 
of 25 cents « standard on 50,000 
loga after the expense of takin 
the logs down the river, which shoul 
have been met by the contractors, was 
deducted. The company held hack cer- 
tain portions of the money due the con- 
tractors os o guarantee that the work 
would be done. This amount they 
proposed to devote towards paying the 
men, together with their donation of 
$2500. The men, however,refused to acoept 
the peas and wild times ensued for a 
wh le. Finaly, largely owing to the tact 
and good judgment of Mr. Green, a settle- 
ment was come to between the company 
andthe men. The men will gota smaller 
room tage of the wages than at first offered, 
ut will be continued in the employ of the 
company. /

I know the masters of psinting, from 
Guido, in his wonderful ‘*Ecco Humo,” 
down to the present time have depicted the 
crown that rested upon the head of our 
crucified Saviour as a twisted branch of 
bare thorns, and that is, 8» far as I know, 
universally acoepted as the Lruo crown. 

Some years ago an incideut that occurred 
in the Holy Land caused mo to think that 
thia popular belief may be a mistake. A 
party of us, who were journeying toward 
Jerusalem at this season of the year, which 
is identical with the passion and death of 
the Master, had stopped to rest and lunch 
just after entering the bill country, some 
miles beyond Ramleh, when a lady of the 
party, who was gathering the beautiful 
flowers thas covered the landscape on all 
sides, wreathed an exquisite spray, and, 
holding it up, exclaimed, ‘fhe Crown of 

horns |" 

Our party was delighted with the wrésth, 
and upon examining it we found that liny, 
sharp thorns were concealed by tho lovely 
piuk flowers,- We were convinced that 
this was the true crown, aud as we adyano- 
ed toward Jerusalem we saw that the whole: 
country, even to the walls of the city, was 
covered with this flowering thorn. 

The plant and flower are very similar to 
what we commonly call the flowering al- 
mond, with the addition of the thorn.

Mr. Wm, Tracy, of Tyendinaga,who was 
on his way to market, was an eye witness 
of the occurrence, He had stopped at 
Palmer's hatel and when thp Madoc traio 
arrived his horses were restive and his at- 
tention was a good deal occupied with them.

There wag a sort of tentative 
move in this direction a few years ago, 
says o writer in the Ban Franolsco 
Chronicle, when the samovar achieved a 
temporary distinction, but this is not « 
suffictently tea drinking nation to long 
give that article its proper Muscovite 
prominence. The samovar, as most 
people: know, is acopper urn filled with 
Water, ‘which Is heated by charcoal 
placed in a pipe which runs through the 
urn. The water is drawn off by a stop- 
cook and the whole arrangement is very 
similar to the tea urns which were used 
in our grandmothers’ days, the heating 
medium in the latter case being a red 
hot iron, or “‘heater,”’ as it was called, 
which was let down into a fixed cylinder 
in the middle of the urn. In that case, 
too, the ‘steaming urn” was only 
brought on the tea-table when occasion 
called for it, so to speak, a fixture, or at 
any rate a perpendicular source of hot 
waters, Tea is almost ns much a national 
drink With the Russians as it is with the 
Obinese, a fact which some-~ curioud 
philologist may be able to'trace back to 

‘common Tartar origin. “The” Ruvslan 
kes i fresh brew, and so pours Just 
énough hot water into the teapot or 
upon,a pinch of leaves in a teacup, and, 
as the Chinese will tell you, this is the 
only proper infusion. 

Besides drinking tes as a oF bever- 
age, thé Russians use it for punth, and 
this‘ was and still is another part of 
the matiy phased fad. ‘Some time ago 
when the Russian admiral was here it 


became quite the mode to accept the | 


rekdy and courteous hospitality of the 
man-of-war, and it was 4 study in stron! 
drinks to see the way in which some 
the officers would put down glass aftet 
glass of hot ten and brandy, mixed on 
the half-and-balf recipe, and stil! main: 

The 
bold visitors who attempted to follow 
the host's ¢xample soon found that they 
were indulging ina concoction whose 
fetching effects went much further than 
Jersey lightning.

In every Russian poasnot family tho 
icon representa the family bible, the 
wedding git, the birthday present, the 
ancestral portrait. In national life it ts 
the watchword, the flag that has sup 
ported the courage of genorals and rous- 
ed the patriotism of troops: In a room 
the sacred ploture always pad KY the 
corner, because it js the place o honor. 
No icon must ever be passed without 
doing it reverence. Ata rauy er station 
it is often startling to see people burry- 
ing in with their baskets and handbags, 
and thon, just as they aré about to take 
thelr tickots, fall fiat down upon the 
floor. They have seen the icon’ behind 
the ticket vender’s head. 

But the Ruséo-mania has not yet run 
its course, According toa Now York 
sooloty wookly thorovls a ‘fad’ in nurse- 
maids, sud literally will it be a ‘cold 
day” for the sharp-eyed, keen-witted 
‘bonne’ if the Russian maid, a new do- 
parturo in service, mects with the favor 
sho anticipates. The Russian narse- 
maid is already ah imposing feature in 
more than one ariatocratic household, 
To look at, she is all that is delightfully 
pleturesque.

The Samoan Conference. 
Beau, May 18.—The fourth session of the 
Samoan conference, which was held yesterday, 


took place in the small room of the Depart- 


ment of Forsign Affairs, in which the three 
previous meetings lave been beld. The de 
artment is furnished with extreme simpli- 


sity. There is space for little besides a long 
table, at which the Conimissioners sit. The 
moocting was called to order shortly after 2 
o'clock by Count Herbert Biswarck, who pre- 
sides at all the meetings in accordahos with 
the established custom that the highest repre- 
sentative of the Government of the 
country in which os conference-ia held, 
shall proside. Count Herbert sat at the upper 
end of the ‘table, just back of a plain little 
deak, which the late Emperor Frederick used 
during his brief reign, None of the Commis- 
sionera Was in uniform or court dress, but wore 
black frock coats, 

The proceedings were almost entirely for- 
mal. They consisted chiefly in listening to 
the reports of the various sub-committees 
which bave been holding daily sessions ever 
since the conference met At these meetings 
the real work of the conference las been 
transacted, and as nearly as can be learned 
the American Commissioners have succeeded 
in carrying every importand point they seb 
out to obtain. Indeed, so prevalent is this 
feeling in Berlin that tne Berlin press and 
other influential papers in Germany complain 
of the success of the Americana 

While the greatest secrecy in regard to the 
proceedings is maintained, and heretofore 
nothing much beyond the fact that the mee 
ings bad been held was known, it can now be 
stated that excepting the question of indem- 
nity for German sailors killed and beheaded 
by the Samoans and one or two other minor 
poihts, the work of the commission is Peep 
over. It is thought that the restoration 
Maletoa to power is assured and the plan fora 
tripartite governmentin Samoa, for which the 
American Commissioners contested against the 
Germad plan for thé representative selected by 
the three powers, will surely be put into eff-ob 
Tt isalso more than likely thas the commission 
hag decided in favor of the absolute in- 
dependence of Samos as soon as dhe 
people there demonstrate thoir ability to wo 
alone. The indemnity question is yet te come 
up. It may prolong the meetings of the con- 
ference some weeks, but this is believed to be 
the only point on which there is likely to be a 
serious contest. The question of Klein's con- 
nection with the affair in which the German 
sailors were killed has never come up, nor is 
thore any likelihood of ita doing «0. Neither 
will the commission bear testimony of any 
kind, During the past meetings of the con- 
ference and the committees the only points of 
difference have been between the German and 
American Commissioners, the attitude of the 
English members being neutral. Their in- 
fluence has generally been cast with a view of 
seteling the question as expeditiously as pos- 
sible. They have, however, been strongly in 
favor of having o Protestant for King of 
Samoa, which is thought to indicate tlieir pre- 
ference for Malietoa, who was trained in an 
English Protestant college.

A Sign of the Times, 


Montreal Methodists Endorse tho Allow- 
ance of the Josuit Bill, 


(Montreal Gazette, April 9.) 

A largely attended meeting was hold at 
the St, James’ Methodist church last even 
ing, Rev. James Henderson presiding, when 
the following resolution on the Jesuit ques- 
tion was debated with some: vigor : —Re- 
solved, That the Dominion Parliament wns 
right in refusing to disallow the Jesulte’ 
Estates bill.” 

Mr. Le Rossinal led the affirmative with 
an explanation of the bill, and the cause of 
the adverse feoling of Ontario people to- 
wards it. He also described the rise and pro- 
gress of the Jesuit order and their work in 
the various countries in which they settled. 
He showed that thay were not expelled from 
Europe for wrong doing, but in most cases 
for being unpleasantly clear exponents of 
truth, In general they were superior to the 
ordinary Roman Catholic priest. , 

Mr, Wm. Patterson upheld the negative. 
He said the Jesuits had no legal standing 
in Canada at the accession of King George. 
In the ase of the present bill, it should be 
borne in mind that it was the Pope and nob 
Hor Majesty who had been consulted.

TWO LEAGUES EULOGISED 


LORD SALISBURY THINKS HIGHLY 


AudMr, Oiirien Believes that the National 
Has Done Grent Things for treland 


General Cable Nows 


London, May 21,—Lord Saliabury delivered 
an addy At & ineeting of the mombera of the 
Primrose League  to-lay He said the 
alliance betwoen the Parnellites and Glad 
stonians was slowly but scveadily breaking 
The Trish would fiod more profit lu peace than 
in disorder The work { the Primrose 
League was surcly destroying the professional 
eat tan and increasing the seourity of the 
natitutions on which the country’s prosperity 
déponded 

Teatifying before the Parnell Gomdasion 
today, Mr, O'Brien described the wrétched 
condition of the people in Ireland prior to the 
formation of the league, They were in debt 
up to their necks, he said, and had absolutely 
no redress againat the exactions of the land 
lords, The troubles after 1870 arose from the 
universal movement of the landlords to take 
advantage of the two years allowed by the act 
of 1870 toget rid of small tenaote and thus 
save tha paymout of compensation, The con- 
dition of affaires in Mayo when Mr, Davite 
formed the league there was appalling; whole- 
sale famine and bankruptcy seemed inevitable; 


farmers sold everything at » dead logs, the 
landlords did nothing to alleviate the distress 
they denied that any distress existed. Mr, 
O'Brien stated that he approved boycotting. 
He believed it prevented oriine. 

Mr. Reid, of counsel for the Parnellites, read 
anarticlo from United Ireland denouncing 
the Phosnix Park murders and asserting that 
the assassins, if discovered, would be more 
prety to be lynched in Dublin than in London. 

Mr. O'Brien said the anger oxprossed in the 
article was undoubtedly genuine. The view 
of the Nationalists was that the Government 
should pursue a policy of conciliation and thus 
obtain the people's sympathies with the law, 
but the members of the Government lost thelr 
beads and passed a strong coercion measure 
under which the country. had been terribly 
disturbed forthroe years. The Government in 
1882 suppressed United Ireland because wit- 
nossa charged the Government in that paper 
with getting up crime, which charge be was 
perfectly prepared to prove. Mr. O’Brien 
attempted to enter into the details of the 
alleged outrages instigated by the Govern- 
ment, but Attorney-General Webster ob- 
jected and his objection was sustained by the 
court, The commission then adjourned. 


Two Views of the Irish sVicoroyship, 

Lonpon, May 21.—A meeting of Unionist 
members of the House of Lorda and House of 
Commons at the residence of the Marquis ‘of

The steps were saturated 
with blood, although the murderers evidently 
made an effort to wipe away the evidence of 
the crime, The parlor floor is covered with 
bloody marks. The floor is daubed with brown 
paint and it can be plainly seen that the job 
was done in aburry.* But the murderers did 
nob succeed in completely covering up the life 
blood of Dr, Cronin.

Among the heaviest locomotives ever 
built are those recently pub on its mountain 
division hy the Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad. Their actual weight in working 
order is 158,040 pounds, and 138,340 pounds 
ison the drivers. They havo a tractive 
force of 271 pounds per pound average 
pressure'in the cylinder. Their cylindery 
aro 22 inches in diampter. hy 28 inches 
atroke ; driving wheels, 50 inches in diam- 
eter ; boiler 6 feet in diameter and 13 feet 
8 inches long over tube sheets. Tho tubes 
are 207 in number, and 24 inches in diam- 
eter, The fireis over 11 feet long inside, 
by 42 inches wide, and is placed above the 
frames, but not above the wheels. The 
heating surface in the fire box is 185 square 
feet and the total heating surface 2,345 
square feet. Tho engine is designed to 
burn anthracite.

Tho Kissing Mabit, 


The fact that the kissing habit fur- 
nishes au easy vehicle for the dissemi- 
nation of disonse germs is of itself a 
sufficient reason for ite abandonment. 
Many instances have beon cited to de- 
monastrate ite dangerous character in 
this regard, and medical mon have re- 
poatedly sounded the warning against 
its continuance, A little thought will 
emphasize the point in the reader's 
mind. The woman who goes about 
kissing all her women friends and ac- 
quaintances and thoir children, old or 
young, sick or well, regardless of the 
condition of their blood or lungs and 
oblivious of the possibility that they 
havo recently been kissed by a dozen 
other persons respecting whose bygenio 
conditions she has no knowledge, can 
hardly plead that the practice is inmo- 
cent of danger. Fatal diseases may 
be and sometimes are communicated 
by the impact of the lips and the 
mingling of their moisture and of the 
breath, and disorders that are less {m- 
mediate or direful in their effects, but 
no léss certainly to be dreaded, are 
more easily and often. propagated by 
the kissing habit. The person whom 

ou kiss may be entirely free from any 

ispavoor unhealtbfal condition, yet 
her lips may carry a poison recently 
taken from those of another persdn. 
You may be yourself the innocent 
means of transmitting the disease germ 
from one to another, Poisonous cos 
metics and face-powders multiply and 
complicate the malignant consequences 
of what is held to be an innocent e@x- 

ression of affectionate regard, though 
tmust be’ admitted that, as usu 
practiced, the social kiss is oftener the 
clodk of hypocrisy. ‘There have not 
been wanting persons claiming to speak 
with the authority of knowledge’ who 
have controyerted these argiments 
and endeavored to discredit facts 
upon which they are based. But, the 
unchallenged admission that _ some 
danger does exist has been sufficient 
to practically substantiate the case 
against the kigsing habit, and the 
watrant for its banishment is. being 
oi fen and executed by the enlighten- 
ed wonlanhood. 

The kissing habit has been carried 
to ils greatest extreme among English- 
speaking people, and people of other 
blood ure often amazed and amused 
bythe universality and cheapness; of 
the kiss among the English nations, 
It'is not necessarily an argument in its 
favor, however, that it is thus found to 
be an accompaniment of the highest 
civilization, for it may be promptly 
retorted that vice and’ crime also in- 
crease with civilization, and that even 
civilized and retined peoples often 
keep alive barbarous practices, in- 
herited from savage ancestry. The 
kiss, in its proper function, has a fine 
significance, and may be made the 
vehicle of the purest emotions, the 
honest expression of legitimate feel- 
ing, a greeting full of genuine, volun- 
tary sympathy and love. The kissing 
habit is an abuse and a misuse. It has 
brought the kiss into disgrace and 
niide it vulgar, cheap and hypocritical. 
Be it the providence of this generation 
of refinement and education to resoue 
it from its degraded estate :\ud restore 
it to its natural elevated and elevating 


place and use in the social economy.— ©

At the Cincinnati Uxponition there wis 9 
great demond for fspecimens of the Ontario 
niinérals there exhibited. Speaking of this 
Commissioner Anglin says : Those whor 
presented public instifutions and private 
collectors begged for specimens of every 
thing. I thought it would he greatly in the 
interest of the province, to have speciintns 
of itsminerals placed in the muscums, uni 
versities and colleges of so many of the 
United States, ond to gratify as far as pos 
sible the cravings of enthusiastic amateurs 
who would talk oyerywhere of their speci 
mens. It was ospecially desirable that 


"thoge who saw the specimens should kijow 


that they came from Ontario, ‘To make 
this certain, fifty small cabinets having 22 
compartinents each, were ordered, a cat- 
alogue to accompany each cabinet, and a 
card to b+ affixed stating that the specimens 
came from Ontario. These, when filled, 
were distributed aniongst the commissioners 
of the Exposition, the editors of the leading 
newspapers, and the principals of sevéral 
colleges and other institutions. Tor private 
collectora cards were prepared, to which a 
number of specimens, each placed under its 
proper name, were attached. To some of 
the larger state institutions larges specimens, 
duly labelled, were given. The number of

THE CUSTOMS LAW. 


The Montreal Journal of Commerce makes, 
‘in its*issue of the 24th inst., a conclusive

This is to certify that up to the time I wrote 
the despatches regarding Dr. Cronin having 
been seen in Toronto I had no letter, telegram 
or any other communication with anyone from 
Chicago or elsowhere regarding his disappear- 
ance excepting the newspapors to whioh I sent 
the despatches, (Signed) O, F, Lone. 

“Tam certain,” said Mr. Teefy, “that Dr, 
Cronin was a dead man by 9,30 o'clock on the 
night of Saturday, May 4. I donot believe 
thao Mr, Long wa« sffluenced by anyoue to 
send the reports he did, and anyone who aays 
so does a great injustice to him. His motive 
may have been otherwite, but no one in 
Obicago believes that Dr, Oronin was here 
after May 4.”

But there 
was no analogy between France and Amori- 
ca. Furthermore, thore was no: dissatia- 
faction in'France at the absence of Lord 
Lytton from the opening of the exhibition,

Aa the oroas examination has developed, 
the industry and care with which the Attor 
ney Goneral’s brief has boon prepared, and 
the okill with which the Joarned gentleman 
has arrauged the materials, and marshalled 
his questions, become more manifest 


Whatever basis there may have beon for 
the contomptuous epithet applied by Sir 


Charlos Russell to the opening statement 
of the leading counsel for the Times, it 
will not be in the power of Anyono to 
speak othorwise than with unqualified ad- 
miration of the igure which Sir Richard 


Webster has out during the lagt throo days, 
and is likely to continue to present during 
the remainder of the cross-examination 
(lis groat skill in arraying the order of his 
questions disclosed itself at every point of 
the examination. Take his manner of deal- 
ing with Mr. Parnell’s relation to the dyna 
mite policy. He first got Mr. Parnell to 
admit that he was unable to produce any 
denunciation by him of the dynamite pol 
icy, but that he would search forit, Then 
counsel read a spoech delivered by tho wit 
; ness at Wexford, in October, 1881, in which 
he asked why ho should be called on to de 
nounce the dynamite policy, seving that 
Mr. W. Shaw had not done so, Again, the 
witnoss having stated that he did not believe

One more instance 
of skill was afforded by the incident of the 
Devoy ‘now departure” correspondence, 
Mr. Parnell had stated that he was not aware 
of the oxistonce of this correspondence when 
he Jeft for America, and having, in riply to 
further questions, stated that his attention 
had never beon called to io subsequently in 
euch a way as to fix itin bis mind, ** H sn 
sard,” which played & prominont part in bo- 
day's proceedings, was produced anda speech 
read of Mry Attorney-General d ohnsup's on 
the. subject of Devoy's lotters,,(ha report 
further showing, by two interruptions On che 
part of Mr, Parnoll, that he was preovot on 
that occasion, 2 

The day opened with an explanation by 
Mr, Parnell, He said that since he wos ex- 
amined yesterday he had sscertaiyied that 
James O'Cénnor,not Wm. O'Brien, was the 
editor. of the Irishmum. The Acuorusy- 
General, fastening on the word ‘ascer- 
tained,” asked Mr. Parnell if he muaut 
that some one had told him, No," said 
Me. Paraell, ‘it has come to my regollec- 
tion ;' and then he explained that the cor 
rection was the result of a conversation bo- 
tween Mr, Davitt and himself, When 
asked if ho had over repudiated any of the 
Irishman articles, he replied that he had 
“remonstrated” with James O'Oonuor pri 
vately. Mr. Parnell gave an auswer sut- 
stantially similar to other questions put. to 
him as to his ever having publicly, by sjuech 
or in writing, repudiated the usterancos of 
members of his party, «f which he d sap- 
proved, and he intimated that he did uor 
cousider that he was bound to repud ute 
those utterances when he had itt his own 
speeches declared his own views. Amonyat 
the offenders whom he enumerated as hav 
ing come under the lash of his private re- 
monstrance were James Redpath, Wm, 
Redmond, Wm. O’Brien, and Jubn Dillon. 
Regarding Mr, Dillon, he said he had occa- 
sion to take grave exception to several of 
the speeches he delivered when he was 
member for Tipperary. 

An article was read from the Jrishmin of 
January 24th, 1585, headed “John O Leary 
in Dublin,” in which John O'Leary was 
welcomed as *'the representative of physi 
cal force.” That article Mc. Parnell eail 
he regarded as oppored to his policy The 
Attorney-General asked if he suggested that 
James O Connor had written of malice pre- 
pense, and Mr, Parnell ultimately declared 
his belief that the article had been writ en 
by Dr. Sigerson. Another article praising 
Mr. Parnell’s statesman hip and sayucity 
in keeping silence. upon dynamite, the wis 
ness ssid he did not attribute to Dr. Siger- 
son, and he expressed no opinion as to its 
authorship, 

The witness having expressed the opin- 
ion that the dynamite did not como from 
O'Donovan Rossa, who, in his opinion, 
merely used the cry to wake collections ot 
money, the Attorney-General pressed him 
to say where it did come from and he re 
plied that he bblieved it came frum ‘‘acat- 
vered organizations” got up amongst Irish- 
Angngaps very likely in ignorance of eat hn 
other, 

The Attorney-General questioned Mr. 
Parnell as to the last time at which he had 
seen Thomas Brennan, Patrick Ezav, Jas. 
Rourke (who was present ia court, and 
whom Mr, Parnell said ho had seen yester- 
day) Frank Byrne (who he said he last 
saw he thought on the 23rd of March, 
1883), P. J. Sheridan, John Walsh, of 
Middleborough, and P. J. Tynan, the last 
of whom he said ha had ney:r met. A few 
questions were put to him about .the 
‘martyrs’ fund,”’ and the anawers evoked 
from the Attorney-General the remark that 
the witness appeared to know something 
about it. He assented to the view of the 
Attorney Goneral that tho defence set up 
by Sir Charles Russell as regarding the out- 
rages, was that they were the work of se- 
cret societies, and in that defence he con- 
curred, The Attorney-General again re- 
sorted to Hansird, and quoted from the 
witness’ speech in the House of Oommous, 
in 1881, on thie passing of the Habeas Cor 
pus Suspension Act, in which wasa passaye 
declaring that secret societids had ceased to 
exist in Lreland. Oonfronted with this de- 
claration, Mr, Parnell answered that when 
he baid that hie said it in order to mislead 
the Hous, knowing it to be a statement of 
a boastful and exaggerated character of 
gross exaggeration, not fuunded on any in- 
formation in his possession—a yery broad 
and sweeping assertion.

The Grand Orange Lodge of British America 
Concludew Its Labors at Goderich—fhe 
Officers Elected, > 


Gopgxice, May 80.—The Supreme Grand 
Orange Lodge resumed its sittings ad 11 last 
hight and continued in session until 5o’clock this 
morning. The debate on the Jesuit, question 
was continued, and the Grand Lodge was split 
intd hostile camps on the mattor, The report of 
the special committee was tho figting ground 
of the contestants, and the bone of contention 
was whether the Orange ‘members of Parlia- 
ment who voted with the majority should be 
condemned or not. The first clause of the re- 
port was laudatory of the action of the noble 
thirteen, and was approved of by the entire 
gathering. ‘The second olause was condemna- 
tory ofthe Protestant members, “especially 
those who are Orengemen,” of the Dominion 
Parliament who had voted with the majority 
on the question when it was before the House. 

The entire lodge was in favor of censuring 
the Protestant members, but the special men- 
tiou of the Orange members caused a division. 
In the afternoon John White of Hastings and 
Stewart Mulvey of Winnipeg bad thrown 
bombs into the camp of the Orange members 
and their friends, and when the lodge mot 
last night the excitemend was at ‘ever heat. 
Strong addresses in favor of cranuring the 
Orange members were made by Ifajor Arm- 
strong, St. John, N.B,; 0, K. Gotdon, Sher- 
brooke; J. L. Hughes, Rev. W. F. Wilson, 
Ald. McMillan and Ald. Wm. Bell of Toron- 
to, and the defence was taken up by George 
Taylor, M.P. for Leeds, Edward Cochrane, 
M.P. for East Northumberland, Hon. Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, A. MoKay, M. G. Hamilton, 
Robert Birmingham and vy. Mr. Helliwell. 

‘The vote was in favor of censuring the Pro- 
teatant members of Parliament, but in the re- 
port furnisbed to the reporters the phrase

A Big Brewery Deal 
Detroit, May 31.—The large brewery 
of E. W. Voigt of this city has gone into 
the hands of an English company. This 
negotiation was the oldest of the Ameri 
can brewery deals worked by the Eng- 
lish investors and their agents, and Mr, 
Voigt himself has been in London for 
some time, evilently dispensing largely 
with the services of middlemen. The new 
joint stock company has a capital of $525,- 
000, and in addition thereto $375,000 in 
first mortgage bonds will be floated. Mr. 
Voigt retains an interest of $180,000 in the 
company’s stock, will probably take half of 
the first mortgage bonds in part paymont 
for his property, and gets the residue,about 
$60 0,000, in cash. He will romain as 
manager of the property on a royalty of 10 
cents per Parent beer sold, the company 
proposing to double the present capacity of 
37,000 barrels. Dr. Voigt guarantces a 
dividend of 13 per cent. on the stock of the 
company after a 5 per cent. fixed 
charges is id as interest on 
$375,000 of bon Mr. Voigt and Col. 
John Atkinson, a prominent lawyer of 
this city, are the home directors 
with Durant E. Cardinal of Manchester, 
England; Percy C. Reid of Hatfield;

The latter gentleman is an attorney 
and the first three are themselves mana- 
ers of large _English-brewing concerns.
